To  the  Chairman  and  Members  ok  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen. 

The  questions  referred  to  in  my  report  for  Iasi  year  on  the 
population  of  the  Borough  are  still  of  great  importance. 

The  Registrar  General  has  further  reduced  the  figure  on  which 
he  calculates  the  rates  of  death  and  sickness  in  the  Town  by  1.1:2b. 
from  112.2b")  to  111.139.  Idlest'  figures  are  arrived  at  by  a  method 
which  is  applied  to  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  and  which 
disregards  local  conditions  a  method  which  (however  convenient  it 
may  be)  cannot  be  justified  on  logical  argument  in  view  of  the  manifest 
circumstances  that,  in  a  large  number  of  sanitary  districts  no  new 
works  of  any  description  have  been  established  :  while  in  other 
districts  industrial  undertakings  of  the  first  magnitude,  employing 
thousands  of  hands,  have  been  instituted.  Among  these  latter 
Huddersfield  stands,  and  furnishes  a  conspicuous  example. 

The  subject  is  of  importance  from  more  than  one  aspect  not 
only  is  the  value  of  sanitary  measures,  and  other  factors  affecting  the 
lives  and  health  of  the  inhabitants  masked  by  inaccurate  statistics  : 
but  if  it  should  be  the  case  that  the  total  available  food  supply  of  the 
people,  or  of  the  most  important  foods,  has  to  be  distributed 
officially  :  if  the  nation  has  to  be  rationed,  if  the  total  available  becomes 
insufficient  to  furnish  sufficient  for  each,  and  all  must  have  less  than 
enough,  then  the  position  of  towns  whose  population  has  been  under¬ 
estimated  to  any  considerable  extent  will  be  grave  indeed.  The 
inhabitants  may  be  in  a  state  of  semi-starvation,  w  hile  districts  where 
the  population  has  been  over  estimated  will  enjoy  a  relative  abund¬ 
ance.  This  w  ill  be  unfair,  and  may  have  grave  consequences. 

Any  system  of  "  Sugar-Cards  "  and  similar  rationing  devices 
will  appeal  least  as  an  efficient  and  proper  method  of  distribution 
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to  those  who  know  most  intimately  the  lives  of  the  people.  Leakages 
and  inaccuracies  will  arise  in  many  directions.  For  example,  many 
of  the  slum  dwellers  live  so  shiftless,  so  unintelligent,  and  so  vagrant 
existences,  that  many  will  not  apply  for  cards,  or  will  not  comply  with 
the  necessary  conditions,  however  simple  these  latter  may  be,  or  will 
not  fill  up  the  numbers  correctly.  (Recently  I  was  making  some 
enquiries  of  a  mother.  After  stating  the  number  of  her  children,  some 
minutes  later.  "  she  bethought  herself  "  of  another).  It  is  rather 
rare  than  common  for  a  certain  class  of  mothers  to  know  the  ages  of 
their  children.  As  for  dates  of  birth-days  -  well  !  The  lack  of  know¬ 
ledge  is  sometimes  surprising.  Again,  in  residential  districts  where 
many  domestics  are  employed  all  will  be  claimed  for.  yet  some  may 
be  dispensed  with,  temporarily,  or  permanently. 

For  many  reasons  a  fairly  accurate  knowledge  of  the  number  of 
persons  living  in  an  administrative  area  is  of  very  substantial  im¬ 
portance  during  times  of  peace.  During  war  such  knowledge  may 
become  of  supreme  moment. 

BIRTHS  AND  THE  BIRTH-RATE. 

During  1915  male  children,  numbering  1,010,  were  born  in  the 
Borough,  this  number  fell  to  OSS  during  1ft  10.  The  figures  for  females 
were  925  and  918  respectively.  Thus  for  1916  fewer  males  by  22  and 
fewer  females  by  7  were  born,  'these  figures  do  not  bear  out  the 
popular,  but  far-fetched,  idea  that  during  wars,  nature  compensates 
for  the  destruction  of  man-life  by  an  increased  proportion  of  male 
births.  The  numbers  are  far  too  few  for  conclusive  statement,  but 
they  may  be  of  interest  as  far  as  they  go. 

The  significant  fact  in  connection  with  births  is,  that  they  con¬ 
tinue  so  few  in  number.  Perhaps  the  most  convincing  mode  of 
showing  what  is  going  on  (and  it  is  true  of  the  whole  country  as  well 
as  of  this  Borough)  will  be  to  point  out  that  in  Huddersfield  for 
many  years,  during  which  the  population  was  below  100.090.  the 
number  of  births  was  well  over  2,000  per  annum.  For  several  years 
now,  with  considerably  more  than  110  thousands  inhabitants,  the 
births  have  been  well  below  2,000.  The  range  being  2.200  to  1.900, 
and  the  process  is  constant  in  decline.  It  dates  from  a  vicious,  anti- 


natural  and  immoral  propaganda  carried  on  hero  (as  well  as  elsewhere) 
by  two  persons  of  different  sex  at  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  of  last 
centurv.  In  imagination  I  can  perceive  the  historian  reviewing  in 
the  future  the  facts  of  our  national  life,  as  from  the  date  of  Sedan  to 
the  close  of  the  present  war.  ascribing  many  of  our  failings  and  weak¬ 
nesses  to  the  fruits  of  this  pernicious  philosophy  so  called— and 
remarking  on  the  singular  lack  of  sane  judgment  which  enabled  our 
Rulers,  swayed  by.  and  bowing  before,  the  uninstrueted  vox  populi 
to  permit  to  continue  an  advocacy  which  so  plainly  and  so  inevitably 
led  to  national  inefficiency  and  decadence.  I  believe  that  the  calm 
clear  judgment  which  will  come  with  the  lapse  of  time  will  lead  to  a 
recognition  of  the  predominant  influence  for  evil  on  national  life  of 
this  mean,  selfish,  and  soul-destroving  advocacy,  and  also  to  a  sense 
of  wonder  that  at  the  critical  epoch  it  was  in  very  truth  and  fact  a 
critical  epoch-  in  the  life  of  the  British  race,  not  one  of  those  respon¬ 
sible  for  its  destinies  had  enough  grasp  of  the  essential  principles  of 
government  to  recognise  the  instant  need  to  take  such  measures  as 
would  bring  to  an  immediate  and  an  ignominious  end  a  teaching  which 
imperilled  the  continuance  of  the  nation. 

To-day,  it  is  too  late,  the  evil  is  too  widespread,  the  canker  is  at 
the  roots.  The  birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales  rapidly  approaches  the

(Really  these  differences  will  be  greater  than  shown  above,  because 
changes  in  population  are  in  geometrical  progression,  and  the  above 
figures  are  only  in  arithmetical  progression.  I  content  mvself  with 


thi'  simpler  method,  for  two  reasons.  First,  because  the  one  adopted 
tends  to  err  on  the  side  of  moderation,  and  secondly,  because  I  wish 
the  argument  to  be  readily  understood,  so  as  to  be  the  more  con¬ 
vincing.  and  the  simpler  the  calculation  the  more  readily  followed). 

Before  attempting  to  draw  inferences  from  these  figures  certain 
obvious  considerations  arise. 

The  ratio  between  the  death  and  birth  rates  does  not  remain 
constant.  In  France  the  two  appear  to  have  attained  a  somewhat 
stable  position.  Be  it  remembered  that  the  characteristic  patriotism 
of  that  nation  failed  to  arrest  the  fall  in  the  birth  rate,  notwithstanding 
that  to  the  Frenchman  love  of  L<<  Patric  is  simply  a  religion,  and 
often  the  only  one  he  professes. 

In  the  Tinted  Kingdom  both  rates  are  falling,  but  the  Birth  rate 
much  more  rapidly  than  the  Death  rate. 

In  the  Central  Empires  the  Birth  rate  is  falling,  but  more  slowly. 
In  the  German  Empire  the  Death  rate  is  low.  therefore  there  is  less 
possibility  of  maintaining  an  increase  of  population  by  reduction  of 
death  rates.  In  Austria  and  Hungary  both  Birth  and  Death  rate 
remain  high.  So  if  the  Birth  rate  falls  there  will  be  the  greater 
possibility  of  securing  a  continued  increase  of  population  by  attention 
to  preventive  medicine. 

Russia  stands  apart.  Despotism  gone,  it  seems  impossible  that 
so  huge  and  heterogeneous  an  Empire  can  hold  together  for  even  a 
single  generation.  Therefore,  it  is  not  worth  the  while  to  waste 
attention  in  that  direction. 

Emigration  does  not  appear  to  effect  nationality  completely. 
I  he  present  war  shows  conclusively  that  the  heritage  of  the  British 
race  in  character  generally  ;  including  ideals,  aspirations,  courage, 
ability,  resolutions  to  achieve  t lie-worth-while,  and  lidelitv  to  the 
motherland  are  irrespective  of  latitude  and  longitude.  Thus,  it  may 
be  assumed  that  substantially  it  is  the  aggregate  number  of  a  race 
which  counts  wheresoever  may  be  its  resting  place.  Who  believes, 
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that  had  the  German  races  predominated  numerically  in  the  United 
States  of  America  that  that  country  would  have  joined  the  forces  of 
Right  in  the  present  war 

A  generation  hence  then,  if  the  present  Birth  rates  do  not  alter 
materially,  the  populations  of  the  present  dominant  belligerents  will

Let  the  effect  on  national  life  of  the  teaching  of  Mai  thus  be 
observed . 

The  Germans  will,  in  a  single  generation,  outnumber  the  French 
by  more  than  two  to  one,  the  Italians  by  just  two  to  one,  the  British 
by  32,000,000.  roughly  by  one-third  of  the  German  population,  and 
by  one-half  of  the  British  population. 

The  Austro  Hungarians  largely  Germanic-  will  preponderate 
over  the  British  by  0,000.000,  over  the  Italians  by  10,000,000.  and 
over  the  French  by  20,000,000.  that  is  by  a  number  almost  equal  to 
the  number  of  the  French  people. 

And  the  contest  between  the  nations  lies  not  only  (and  not  even 
principally)  in  the  field  of  war.  In  the  struggle  for  material  pros¬ 
perity,  upon  which  ability  to  wage  war  successfully  so  largely  depends, 
the  number  of  workers  is  the  determining  factor. 

Therefore,  the  Birth  rate  the  expression  of  the  virility  of  a  race — 
is  of  ultimate  importance. 

No  measures  of  sanitation  can  affect  this.  It  is  not  in  the  domain 
of  medicine  whether  curative  or  preventive.  It  depends  upon  the 
morals  (I  use  the  word  in  its  widest  sense)  of  the  people.  These 
depend  upon  those  who  teach  the  people  :  not  exclusively  on  ministers 


of  religion,  hut  also  on  the  professors  in  l  Diversities,  on  the 
masters  and  mistresses  in  the  schools.  Perhaps  most  of  all  upon  the 
writers  in  the  Daily  Press,  rests  this  great  responsibility.  If  it  is 
worth  while  to  preserve  nationality  at  all.  and  it  may  not  he  lost,  sight 
of.  that  among  the  cruder  civilisations,  tending  towards  barbarism, 
this  sense  of  nationality  is  highly  and  strongly  developed  (Deutchland 
ii/xrallis  is  an  expression  thereof),  and  if  serfdom  is  to  be  avoided,  the 
sense  of  nationality  and  a  true  love  of  the  Homeland  must  be  fostered. 
The  need  for  children  must  be  steadily  taught.  Love  of  children  and  its 
beauty  and  charm  must  lie  exalted.  The  anti-natural  and  immoral 
character  of  family-restriction  must  be  clearly  indicated.  The 
lamentable  consequences  which  so  frequently  follow  must  be  insisted 
upon.  The  fallacies  underlying  the  teaching  of  Malthus  must  be 
clearly  and  authoritatively  exposed,  and  in  short,  a  complete  adequate 
national  scheme  of  enlightenment  must  be  embarked  upon.
